Part  2.     Ethical  Official  Attitudes, 

1,  My  attitude  toward  my  work  must  he  one  of  complete  devotion.  All 
outside  activity  must  he  so  regulated  as  to  preclude  all  conflict  with  my 
official  job,    My  job  must  never  "be  subordinate  to,  or  so  warped,  shaped, 
or  manipulated  as  to  fit  in  with  my  outside  interests.    When  I  cannot  sub- 
ordinate every  other  consideration  to  the  requirements  of  my  job  I  shall 
resign, 

2,  My  joe  always  deserves  the  "best  there  is  in  me,  '  To  neglect  it 
"because  I  feel  that  I  have  outgrown  it  is  to  prove  myself .unworthy  of  the 
"better  job  to  which  I  aspire, 

3,  Moral  responsibility  is  independent  of  salary,    I-iy  joo  must  have 
the  "best  that  is  in  me  whether  I  am  underpaid  or  overpaid.    Withholding  "by  a 
superior  of  deserved  recognition,  "promotion,  or  opportunity  may  he  a  discourag 
ment  hut  it  can  never  excuse  a  lowering  of  the  ouality  of  my  service  to  the 
taxpayer, 

'4,     I  shall  never  expect  promotion  (or  recommend  the  promotion  of 
another)   to-  stimulate  better  service,  but  only  as  a  recognition  of  services 
so  well  and  consistently  performed  that  the  propriety  of -the  promotion  will  be 
apparent  to  all  who  know  the  facts. 
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Part  3.    Ethical  Relationships  with  the  Public 

1,     In  all  contacts  with  the -public  I  must  remember  that  I  an  a  public 
servant.    Arrogance,  rudeness^  b  u.lldozing,  bluffing,  and  evasiveness  are 
therefore  unethical. 

'2.    ' T he ' -'gov er nnen t al  establishnent  of  a  republic  rust  command  tils' 
respect  and  confidence  of  the  people  if  it  is  to  endure.     I-  must.  tiie£efore_ 
maintain  the  dignity  of  the  service  in  sre-xyway,  avoiding  as  unethical  any 
conduct  which  will  lower  public  respect  for  the  government  of  which  I  am  a 
part.     This  means  that  my  private  conduct  must  not  reflect  upon  my  V70rthir.es s 
for  a  position  of  trust  and  honor. 

•3.*'  'All  citizens  v/itli  whom  .  I  have  official  contact  are  entitled  to  the 
sane  "degree  of  courtesy  and  consideration.  I  must  be  no  respect  er"  of.  persons 
in  these  matters.  <  "  . 

4.  The  money  which  I  administer  is  not  mine.     I  spend  it  or  authorize 
its  expenditure  as  an  agent,  of  the  public.     I  must  be  as  prudent. and  con- 
scientious in  its  expenditure  as  I  would  wish  my  own  agent  to  be  in  expending 
my  own  money  in  a  like  enterprise. 

5.  I  shall  never  seek'  an  increased  appropriation  or  allotment  merely  to 
expand  my  mro.ject,  to  -increase  my  ow:i  prestige.,,  nor  because  I  believe  I  can 
get  it.     I  shall  ask  for  more  money,  more  personnel,  more  property,  or  in- 
creased expenditure  of  any  kind,  only  'when  the  best  public  interest  requires  it, 

6.  The  results  of  my  work  belong  to  the  public  and  not  to  me.    I  shall 
therefore  keep  all  records  of  accomplishment  strictly  up  to  date  that  nothing 
may.be  lost  in  case  of  my  sudden  death  or  separation  from  the  service. 

?.     If  my  organization  is  necessary,  if  my  research  project  is  worth- 
while,"vif  my  administrative  policy  is  sound,,  it  must  go  forward  with  all 
possible  consistency -and  continuity  or  the  public  interest  will  suffer. 
Therefore,  it  is  not  my  privilege  to  play  a  lone  hand  in  any  of  my  work. -but  I 
must  always  .share  with  at  least  one  other  worker  a  complete  knowledge  of  all 
which  has  bee;-. •done,   is  being  done,  or  remains  to  be  done. 

8.  The  public  is  entitled  to  the  best,  that;.  I  or  my  organization  can 
produce.  The  quality  of  the  output  will  depend  on  personnel.  Therefore,  my 
o est  service -wi'll  be'  rendered  'by  helping  my  subordinate  to  excel  my  own  best 
performance,  •'■""'•;.;..'<•

l_S44-45  Florida  Ci_trus_Croj2  Reduced  b^_Hurricane_  (  * 

On  October  31,  1944,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  Crop  Reporting 
Service  issued  a,  relea.se  on  the  extent  of  the  damage  to  Florida  citrus  caused  by 
the  hurricane  of  October  19.     Indicated  production  on  October  1  was  92,700,000 
boxes  and  on  October  31  it  was  66,900,000  boxes,  a  crop -loss  of  approximately  27,8 
percent. 

Indicated  production  of  grapefruit  was  reduced  from  36,000,000  boxes  to 
20,500,000  boxes,  or  43.0  percent.    Seedless  grapefruit  suffered  to  a  greater 
extent  than  other  varieties,  the  crop  loss  on  the  former  amounting  to  43,0  percent 
and  on  the  latter  to  40 ©0  percent,     Quality  of  the  fruit  remaining  on  the  trees 
has  been  lovjered,  resulting  in  a  higher  percentage  than  usual  of  the  crop  falling 
into  the  lower  grade's* 

Production  of  all  Florida  oranges  was  reduced  fron  the  October  1  estimate 
of  52, 000,000 boxes  'to  42,000,000  boxes,  a  loss  of  19.6  percent  of  the  crop.  Sarly 
and  midseason  oranges  suffered  a  crop  loss  of  6,500,000  boxes,  or  24.3  percent  of 
the  October  1  estimate  of  27,000,000  boxes.    Valencias  did  not  show  so  great  a 
loss,  the  estimated  crop  being  reduced  3,500,000  boxes,  or  14.0  percent  of  the 
earlier  estimate  of  25,000,000  boxes. 

Indicated  production  of  tangerines  on  October  1  was  4,700,000  boxes,  -he 
loss  of  300,000  boxes  in  the  hurricane  amounts  to  6.4  percent  of  the  original 
estimate.    &xpeet&d  production  of  tangerines  is  still  substantially  greater  than 
1943-44  production,  or  3,600,000  boxes.

The  Growers*  Administrative  and  Shippers'  Advisory  Committees,  which  functio. 
under  the  Florida  citrus  marketing  agreement  program  met  on  October  23,  1944,  to 
confer  as  to  the  advisability  of  modifying  the  grade  and  size  restrictions  of 
the  orange,  grapefruit,  and  tangerine  regulations  then  in  effect.     It  was  agreed 
that  no  changes  should  be  made  at  that  time,   since  the  extent  of  crop  damage  had 
not  been  determined,  and  shipment  of  fruit  blown  off  the  trees  would  damage  the 
reputation  for  quality  of  Florida  citrus  fruit. 

Between  October  23  and  Kovember  1,  when  the  next  regularly  scheduled 
meeting  of  the  committees  took  place,  there  was  discussion  in  the  industry  of 
establishing  a  "hurricane  'grade"  for  Florida  citrus  which  would  permit  a  certain 
amount  of  bruised  fruit,  still  on  the  trees,  to  move  out  of  the  State.  The 
difficulties  of  setting  up  specifications  for  such  a  grade,  together  with  the 
continued  determination  of, the  industry  to  maintain  established  standards  of 
quality  of  Florida  citrus,  were  factors  in  causing  the  committees  to  recommend  for 
the  next  orange  and  grapefruit  regulations  no  change  in  the  grade  requirements  of 
U.  S.  STo'i  2  and  better.     Size  restrictions  on  oranges  moving  in  interstate  com- 
merce were  relaxed  from  a  minimum  size  requirement  of  283  per  box  to  324.  Ho 
change  was  made  in  the  size  requirement  of  80'  and  larger  for  seeded  grapefruit, 
but  sizell2  and  larger  seedless  grapefruit  were'  permitted  to  be  shipped.  The 
previous  regulation  had  a  minimum  size  requirement  for  'the  latter  of  96  per  bpac*.

Ai.iendr.ient  69  •  to  il.P.R.-426  provides  that  $0.45  per  standard  1-3/5  "bushel 
"box  oe  added  to  the  f.o.b.  "base  price  for  all  Florida  oranges,  and  $0.81  per  "box 
to  the  f.o.'Qo  "base  price  for  all.. Florida  grapefruit.    Equivalent  adjustments  are 
provided  where  the  f.o.b.  "base  prices  are  on  a  per  pound  "basis.    The  effective 
'period  of  Amendment  69  is  from  November  .6  through  Dec ember: 31, ■  .-1944 .    .  ' 

This  amendment  was  issued  "by  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  as  a  result 
of"  the  damage  done  to  Florida  oranges  and  ~r ape fruit  bv  the  hurricane  of  October 
19,    Soldi  action  was  authorized  to  compensate  for  loss  to  growers  through  crop' 
.disaster  in  the  bill  extending  the  Emergency  Price  Control  Act.  Pecommendations 
as  to  the  amounts  of  the  above  price  adjustments  were  ma.de  by  the  War  Pood 
Administration  to  OPA,  which  also  held  conferences  with  Florida  citrus'  industry 
representatives*      •  .  ••„-'•'  - 

As  a  result  of  these -'price  adjustments,  the  f. b.b.  ..base  prices  per  standard 
packed  box  of  Florida  oranges  and  grapefruit  are  increased  during  the  effective 
period,  as  follows:     Interior  oranges,  $2.25  to  $2.70;  Indian  River- -oranges, $2.69 
to  $3.14;  Interior  White  Grapefruit,  $2.51  to  $3.32;  Indiana  Hiver  White  Grape- 
fruit, $3.01  to  $3.82;  and  all  pink  grapefruit,  $2.96  to  $3.77.

Late  S.e'ason  reports  indicate  a  1944  pack  of  294,800,000  pounds  of  frozen 
fruits  and  241,900,000  pounds  of  frozen  vegetables.  'Movement  of  the 'packs  into 
the  hands  of  distributors  has  been  accelerated  in  recent  weeks"  to  relieve  the 
freezer  storage  situation  although  public  storage  inventories ' are  still  in  excess 
of  the  October  1,  1943  limit  of  389", 000,000  pounds  established- by  T.JF0  111.  '  cSgfo 
of  the  1.944  pack  of  frozen  vegetables  has  been  moved  into  distribution  from  packers 
hands,  while  the  movement  of  fruits  amounts  to  61^.     This  represents  shipments. to 
October  30,  1944. 
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The  improvement  in  the  storage  situation,  combined  with  an  increased  out- 
of-stora-^e  movement  of  meats  and  other  perishVib.Tes"  as  shown  in  the  October  15 
storage  report *  obviates  for  the  tine  beln&  an  order  limiting  production  of  major 
fruits  and  vegetables.  '  The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Branch  has  reco tended  that 
frozen  Sake  d;- Beans,  -Spaghetti,  Chow  Mein,  Chili  and  other  cooked  frozen  specialty 
■oroducts  "be  excl.uded  from  froezer  storage  through  an  amendment  to  WFO  111.  '-'lie 
Fruit  .and  Vegetable  3 ranch  is  also  studying- "the  feasibility  of  making  a  further 
recommendation  with  regard  to  excluding  certain  minor  fruits  and  vegetable 
products  as  part  of  its  continuous  study  of  the  necessity  of  creating  storage 
space  for  essential  fruit  and  vegetables  and  other  perishables  which  must  be  pro- 
tected for  military  and  essential  civilian  needs.

We  have  received  word  fron  the  Security  Authorities  that  there  are  no 
objections  on  the  grounds  of  securitjr  to  the  resumption  of  the  publication  of 
information  concerning  current  imports  of  fresh  fruits-  and  vegetables  fron  nearby 
countries  by  country  of  origin  in  the  daily  market  news  reports.    However,  this 
information  is  limited  to  nearby  areas  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  excluding 
Hawaii,    -is  outlined  in  a  wire  of  November  2,  sent  to  all  offices,  for  the  time 
being  reports  by  country  of  origin  should  be  limited  to  Canada,  Mexico,  Cuba, 
Puerto  Rico  and  other  Caribbean  areas  and  Central    America.     Imports  from 
Hawaii,  South  America,  Europe,  Africa,  and  any  countries  in  the  Eastern  Hemisphere 
should  be  shown  in  an  aggregate  figure  as  "Other  Imports."    The  same  reflations 
apply  to  the  reporting  of  carlot  arrivals  and  unloads,     imports  by  countries  of 
origin,  subject  to  the  above  limitations,  may  be  shown  in  the  monthly  and  annual 
carlot  unload  reports.    Where  figures  are  available,  the  carlot  unloads,  may  be 
shown  on  a  monthly  basis  for  1944  in  the  annual  unload  report.    For  the  time 
being  imports  of  honey  and  peanuts  should  be  shown  as  "origin  not  specified." 
The  permission  which  we  'have  obtained  to  publish  imports  applies  only  to  fresh 
fruits  and  vegetables. 

In  order  to  take  care  of  "Other  Imposts"  in  the  code  the  meaning  of  ITS 
as  applied  to  'the  shipment  abbreviations,  and  DOQ,  as  used  in  coding  shipments 
should  be  changed  from  "Origin  not  specified"  to  "Other  Imports."

Vegetable.  Surpluses  .  • 

Good  work  on  the  part  of  our  nid-western'  field  represent  at  ives  in  finding 
commercial  outlets,  mostly  processors,   cleared  up  several  surplus  situations 
on  Illinois  and  Michigan  "beets,- and  Wisconsin  and  Michigan  cabbage,  which  other- 
wise  would,  have  required  heavy  purchases.    As  a  result,  only  one  car  of  cabbage 
was  purchased  in  Michigan,  and  29  cars  in  "Wisconsin.    ITo  purchases  of  beets  were 
made  in  Michigan,"  and  purchases  in  Illinois  were  held  to  57  cars.     Sinilar  work 
on  the  part  of  our  field  representatives  in  the  southern  region  resulted  in  moving 
all  surplus  North  Carolina  cabbage  to  kraut  packers  with  no  purchases  &t  all  on  the 
part  of  O.D.    We  are  convinced  that  this  is  the  best  f oriii  of  marketing  assistance 
to  growers* 

I.t  has  been  necessary  to.  make  surplus  purchases  of  beets  in  the  farriers' 
markets  of  Hew  York  City  and  Newark,  New  Jersey.   "Such  purchases,  however,  have.'  v 
been  made  at  a  lower  price  than  those  made  earlier  in  the  season,    .an  early 
termination  of  t\iis  program  is  anticipated.     Swe  etpot  at  o  pour  chases  have  been 
made  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  and  Maryland. 

The  surplus  onion  situation  in  the  western  states  remains  serious  despite 
the  slight  improvement  in  market  prices  recently.    With  additional  outlets  avail- 
able, limited  purchases  have  been  authorized  for  ^daho,  Oregon,  Utah,  Colorado, 
and  New  Mexico.    Although  mo-st  of  the  onions  in  these  States  have  already  been 
harvested,  a  large  portion-  of  them  are  in  temporary  storage,  which  will  not  give 
sufficient  protection  against  cold  weather.    Losses  through  freezing  may  occur 
as  the  quantities  that  can  be  purchased  under  surplus  removal  programs  will  not  be  , 
sufficient  to  absorb  all  the  surplus  onions  despite  the  recent  additional  require- 
ments for  dehydration. 

Subsidy  Pay;:ieiit_s_on  Tomato_Products_ 

A  recent  amendment  to  the  canned  vegetable  directive  from  the  Office  of 
Economic  Stabilization  authorizes  the  use  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  funds 
to  subsidize  sales  to  purchasers  other  than  government  procurement  agencies  of. 
canned  tomato  catsup,  tomato . paste,  tomato  puree,  tomato  sauces,  tomato  juice, 
contained  in  mixed  vegetable  juices,  and  tomato  cocktail'.    An  amendment  to  the 
canners1  agreement  with  respect  to  designated  canned  foods* produced  from 
designated  vegetables  is  being  prepared. 

Meeting  P_f_Stat_e_Aaenci_es_  p_n_Pro auction  Goals. 

AAA  will  call  meetings  in  the  various  States  between  November  20  and 
December  15  to  discuss  production-guide  information  for  1945  vegetable  crops. 
Regional  representatives  of.  Marketing  Programs  Divisions  have  been  invited  to 
participate  in  these  meetings .and  assist'  in  pointing  out  specific  marketing

Two  of  our  woxien  inspectors,  Miss  Helen  M.  Chaapel  and  Mrs,  Evelyn  S«
